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Old Buckhaven. An ancient town on the Firth of 
Forth, 4 $ miles from Dysart. There is a large fishing 
fleet here which forms the staple industry of the 
town. The people are either of Norse or Braban- 
tian descent, and owing to their continual inter¬ 
marrying, retain many of the same manners, customs, 
and peculiarities as their forefathers. 
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
